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UNIVERSITY OF ALBERTA 
DEVONIAN BOTANIC GARDEN 
OPEN TO THE PUBLIC 


The University of Alberta Devonian Botanic 
Garden will be open to the public from 
May to September from 1 to 6 p.m. on 
Saturday, Sunday, and holidays. In June, 
July, and August, the garden will be open 
from 4 to 9:30 p.m. during the week. It can 
be reached by travelling six miles west on 
Highway 16, then 9 miles south on 
Highway 6. 

A $375,000 grant from the Devonian 
Foundation, which resulted from the efforts 
of the Friends of the Botanic Garden, 
has been matched by a grant by the 
Department of Advanced Education and 
Manpower. Now that the grant has become 
available, expansion and refinement of the 
garden will be possible. 

Part of the grant will go toward restoring 
a portion of the garden which was destroyed 
by flood damage two years ago. As well, 
the Alpine garden (which includes plants 
from all the alpine areas of the world) 
will be finished and a new garden of all the 
plants of the province will be started. 

The herb garden, including plants used in 
culinary, drugs, economics, and dyeing, 

will be completed, and a garden of 

plants used by native people, labelled in Cree 
and English, is proposed. There is provision 
for a headquarters and activities building 
and a service greenhouse, and _ physical 
expansion of the garden is hoped for.

ADMINISTRATIVE AND INTERPERSONAL 
SKILLS FOR WOMEN IN MANAGEMENT 

This is a three-day workshop to be held 
May 10, 11, and 12 and is sponsored 
by the Faculty of Extension for the career 
woman.
